The U.S. Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about April 9, 2014, July 24, 2014, and January 12, 
2015, you or your organization committed violations of the following sections of the Code of Federal Regulations, 


Title 9: 

2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care... establish and maintain programs of 
veterinary care that use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 
(DIRECT) 

You failed to provide veterinary care to the following dogs: 

An adult female Maltese (049 310 608), an adult female Maltese (031 1 12 538), and an adult male 
Dachshund (143963756A) with creamy, white discharge along the gum line that is also red and swollen. 
The gum lines are receding away from the upper cheek teeth in these dogs. 

2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care... establish and maintain programs of 
veterinary care that use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 

You failed to label five plastic containers containing various liquids. 

You failed to provide veterinary care to an adult female Dachshund who had excessively long nails. 

You failed to properly separate expired medication from current medication. 

3.1(a) Housing facilities, general... housing must be designed and constructed so that they are structurally 
sound. ..kept in good repair, and they must protect the animals from injury, contain the animals securely, and 
restrict other animals from entering. 

You failed to maintain outside shelter; metal screws were exposed. 

You failed to maintain enclosures; a six inch gap was identified on the enclosure fencing. 

3.1(c)(3) Housing facilities; cleaning. ..hard surfaces with which dogs or cats come in contact must be spot- 
cleaned daily and sanitized in accordance with 3.11(b) to prevent accumulation of excreta and reduce disease 
hazards. 

You failed to remove and clean a mixture of dirt, grease, and other excreta. 
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3.4(b)(3) Shelter from the elements, Wind and Rain Breaks.. .outdoor facilities for dogs and cats must include 
one or more shelter structures that are accessible to each animal in each outdoor facility, and that are large 
enough to allow each animal om the shelter to sit, stand, lie in a normal manner. 

You failed to provide wind and rain breaks at the entrance to dog shelters.
